China appenre, as far as wo can judge, 
to be entering on a new phase, Putting 
aside the possibility of fresh complica- 
tious arising from the outrage at 
Canton, to which we have referred els 
where, there are indications of a more 
conciliatory spirit boing manifested on 
both sides, Indeed if, ns seome not 
unlikely, prompt aud complete repara- 
tion is mnde for that outrage by 
tho Chinese Government—which can 
searcely fuil to result if only the 
Ministers take prompt aud combined 
action in the matter—the French will 
bo at once deprived of any new leverage 
of which, under different circumstances, 
they would not be slow to avail them- 
selves. An affair which of itself is 
calculated to increase the difficulties of 
the Chinese Government may even, if 
that Government act wisely, be turned 
very greatly to its account, and it is by 
no meaus impossible that in view of the 
pressure now beating upon it from 
without and from withiu—for the floods 
in the North constitute a distinct 
political danger and embarrassment to 
the rulers of the countiy—the Chinese 
will show themselves uot only will. 
ing but avxious to free themselves as 
speedily as possible from the results 
of the trouble iu the south. Indepen- 
dently’ of this, the diplomatic relatious

certainly shown signs of relaxing 
nce we Inst wrote upon the subject. 
The Marquis Tséng has had a frieudly 
interview with M. Challemel-Laconr, 
at which ke made certain propositions 
which were received iu a friendly spirit 
by the French Minister, This was on 
the Sth inst., aud the faot is all the 
more remarkable as the modus vivendi ~ 
which was received ao favourably seems 
to have been based on: the establish- 
ment of a neutral zoue and a delimi- 
tation of the froutier, It is possible 
that M, Bourée smiled a little when he 
heard this piece of news, Four daya 
afterwards, we are informed that M, 
PAtondtre, formerly Chargé d’Affuiros 
at Peking, bas been appointed Minister 
to China; and in this, agaiv, wo roe 
cognise a distinot modification of the 
policy of which M. Tricou bas been so 
vory ablo and uncompromising au ox- 
ponent. It is highly probable that this 
obauge has been brought about by 
the representations of the Marquis 
‘Teéng, aud while all these importaut 
negotiations have been carried on 
in Paris we may look for the arrival of 
MM. Patendtre armed with such instruc. 
tions as shall bring them to a final 
aud pacific couolusion at Peking. But 
though we faucy we sce daylight at 
last, unless our imagination has led ue 
on too rapidly, it must uot be forgotten 
that there’ are still many serious 
obstacles to be overcome. Toro is the 
question of indemuity, What grounds 
there ean bo for demandiug anything 
of the sort we entirely fail to see. 
China did uot ask France to invade or 
aunex Aunam, and if France, for reasons 
of her own, wauted to do 0, sho core 
tainly ought to pay the bill, But oar 
advices all point in the opposite direc 
tion, It is considered certain in the 
best-informed oircles that, rightly or 
wrongly, France will demand an ine 
demnity in some form or other from 
China. If the requisition be exorbite 
ant, China may be exasperated to the 
point of fighting; if moderate, sho will 
probably pay—but at the expensoof how 
much prestige! And whata precedent 
for future claims! Iu view of this 
contingency wo are sincerely glad to 
hear that the British Government has 
consented to mediate betweon the twa 
countries. China is known to have been 
intensely auxionson this point, Hitherta 
the only Power which has taken any 
definite steps with this oud in view is

prevail to-day. But it is tobe hoped 
that this regeneration may be brought 
about without resorting to such drastio 
measures as a war. Tho orisis through 
wbick Chine is passing cannot but leave

May we not ‘hope that when the pre-

‘Phere ho stated that he was acquainted 
with the District Magistrate aud other 
officials, and that the former would 
pay the bill. ‘The Mixed Court Magis- 
trate therenpon sent the General into 
the city to see his friend, When con- 
fronted with the District Magistrate, 
the latter said he had no knowledge of the 
General, who acknowledged that he had 
bought ‘the clothes, and that Wang had 
one security for him, but said ho had given 
Wang his mandarin-beads in trast, These 
beads wero worth several thousands of 
tacla, ‘Tho Magistrate said he did not 
think a man of the world would give such 
valuables as security for the paltry sum of 
$60.

THE FLOODS IN CHILI, 


We havo received from timo: to’ tine 
short and imperfect accounts of the 
floods which have recently, desolated thie 
country, round Peking, but little idea 
ns been: given of the real extent of 
the disaster or the’ actual’ amoutit’ of 
suffering and distress ooctsioued: Under 
these circumstances we cannot do better 
than place our readers in possession-of 
the true facts, as detailed in-ai torribly 
graphic Memorial to the Enipstor by 
Pi Tao-yiian and Chou Chid-nici, 
Governor and Governor-Adjoint.. ro- 
spectively of the Metropolitan Prefecture: 
‘The picture diawa by those high’ officers 
is deplorable in tho extrome, It will 
bo remembored that on the first report 
of the calamity being presented to'the 
Emperor, His Majesty ordotod thé 
whole of the tribute-rico forwarded to 
the Capital by the Grand Canal, whioh 
remained over from the appropriation 
allotted to Shantung; to be devoted’ to 
the relief of tho eufferérs in Chilli, 
Since then, farther and more detailed 
accounts lave come to haud,. which 
are now embodied in tho Memorial 
before us. No fewer thari thi 
dopartments and distriots report tha 
tho postal roads are flooded, At'T’ang- 
chou the river experienced a- sudden 
rise of moro than tin (6st, whioli odivied 
fa dangerous overflow; tho. Poking 
0 burst ite banks, wh 























country for miles atound’ waa tr 
formed into one vast lake, overturning 
houses and drowning’: the: inhabitants 
by scores, Two rivers, the’ Yin Ho 
and the Wu Ho, broke bounds, and 
joining their forces were transformed 
into oue overwhelming. flood, covering 
the country with a huge sheet of water 
as far sis tho eye’ could réadh,; A 
disaster occurred olsewh 
terrible were the stories of deal 
misery which now beg to’ ootné:in 
from all sides. Ther fa city of tho 
second ravk called Pac-ti Hsien, the 
situation of which is peculiarly unfor- 
tunate at such seasons, as it is thé 
mecting-place of numierons rivetéy’. At 
this point of convergénce all thesd 
streaws rose above their embankments, 
which, in spite of the strenaous efforts 
of the inhabitants, were’ soou catried 
away by the force of the waters. Nata. 
bers of villages were soon submerged, 
aud all the crops in the neighbours 
hood eutirely rained. With as much 
haste as the ciroumétances' peéniitted; 
enquiries werd edt oni foot, which eli 
oited the fact that the: wholés 
struction.of crops and antihilation:of 
villages by mo means represented: thé 
entire mischief done: Wile families, 
‘consisting. of soores of people, secing 
‘nothing bat-death- before them, lashed 
themselves’ together with ropes in order. 
to’ avoid’ bei Separated, wud to’ eine 
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their all being drowned together. Many 
of tho potitious that are now pouring 
‘e-for aid to the living to bary their 
dead ; others ask for food, others for 
shelter, some again for the meaus to go 
away to loss dangerous regions as soou 
‘as the floods subside. The Memoi 
say that eo piteons a disaster has not 
ocourred for the last fifty years. A 
Tao-t‘ai who has lately retarned from 
Tiontsin to thie Capital adds his testi- 
mony to tho trath of these sad tales, 
Starting ou tho 6th of. August, he says 
that the floods were then so higli as to 
make it quite impossible to toll whethor 
his boat was in the channel or uo. He 
farther makes the startliag statement 
tlat “hundreds and thousands” of 
villagers’ congregated on the banks 
of the river, besieging his boat, which 
was stopped more than twenty times 
by. their appeals for assistance. Each 
party came. clamouring with its tale of 
woe, until, says the. Tao-t'ai, the 
pitifal sights he witnessed and the 
stories of sorrow he heard were more 
than he could bear. Tho Memorialists 
conclude by. urging the necessity of 
affording prompt relief, otherwise, as 
they, point out, tho Capital will pro- 
bably havo auother invasion of starving 
refugees, similar to. that which took 
yours ago. 
no doubt that the Emperor 
and-bis advisers do bestir themselves, 
in @ way, when oalamities like this 
come upon the country. They are 
aotuated partly by. policy, partly by 
compassion, and partly by fear; for 
the reourrénce of widespread dis. 
asters of this naturo is regarded by 
popular superstition na an indication 
of., Heaven's dissatisfaction with the 
odndust of ite Vioogorent at Poking. 
But the.Ghinese do not seem to under- 
stand that prevention is better than 
onto, and that to prevent an: overflow 
of, great rivers it is not: the slightest 
use to bank them up with straw. T 
principal waterways of Ohina ought to 
put into the hands of competent foreign 
engineers, and the evil attacked at its 
root. Money would have to be spent, 
but it would be well spont, instead of 
boing, wasted as it too often is now, 
Andas a matter of polioy, if not of 
right, tho Emperor’s private expendi 
ture might reasonably be curtailed. Hi 
Majosty has recently received a bill 
from: thie.

COTTON MANUFACTURING IN INDIA, 


From a correspondence which has beon 
published in Bombay it appears that 
the annual production of piece goods in 
that city amouats to. about a hundred 
thousand bales. For several years it 
has found impossible to dispose 
of that quantity of goods, and at the 
ond of oach year there has remained a 
balance of about thirty thousand bales, 
Tu.order to got quit of these stocks the 
producers have been looking about for 
now markets, and, at the suggestion of 
one of their number, representatives are 
about to be sent to Arabia, Zanzibar, 
the Capo of Good Hope, Persia, Tarkey 
in Asia, Egypt, the Levaut, aud such 
other places as may seem a 

‘The pieoo-goods markets of 

Siam, China and Japan are, on ao- 
count of the expense, to be loft un. 
explored in the meautime. The letter 
which begins the correspondence which 
we have referred’ to, says that had 
it not been for th 
opening of the Chia 
to Bombay yarn, there would have been 
as muoh difficulty in disposing of that 
article as manufacturers were fiading 
in selling their piece-goods, whereas 
thore was no stook of yaru on haud in 
the Presidency. A reference is also 
mado, and statistics supplied, of tho 
quautities of coarse piece goods which 
re sold in Shanghai—drills, jeans, 
shoo! ordinary ‘T-cloths, and 
mexioaus—whioh oan be made in Bom. 
bay. From-the amounte of these which 
were sold here during five months of 
year the Bombay papers argue 
if only a small share of our trade 
in pieos-goods could. be seoured for 
their mill-owners, tliat department of 
their manufactures would be placed on 
fa satisfactory footing, Its also argued 
that if Bombay cau supply the markets 
of China and Japan with the coarser 
kinds of yarn, there is no reason why 
she should not also supply them with 
the coarser kinds of cloths. It is said, 
and with a great deal of force, that the 
geographical position of Bombay is ox- 
ceptioually favourable for supplying 
the coarser kinds of manufactures. 
Labour is unusually oheap, and.cotton 
can be had, literally, on the spot. Money 
is as a general rule cheap, at all events 
for the enst, and many sectious of the 
natives are very enterprizing. The 
establishment of spinning and-weaving 
mills bas, of late years, been a favourite 
investment with many of them, though 
the results of former concerns of the

same kind have not always been fore 
tanate. It is now said that the mills 
generally aro making handsome’ profits. 
‘This attempt to open new markets-for- 
their goods appears a well considered’ 
effort on the part of the millowners, 
and as euch it deserves: sucoeas: Ib 
would seem as if endeavours to’try the: 
China market for grey goods were not: 
to be undertaken in the meantime. No’ 
importers in this country will regret’ 
that the Bombay millowners havo been’ 
cantious in this’ respect. Bat if’ theit’ 
attempts to introduce their goods" into’ 
the African markets are successful, the: 
namber of mills in Bombay will no 
doubt be immediately increased, stocks 
thoro will aconmalate, and the markets 
east of India will be exploited. 

| The hopefal way in which cotton 
‘manafacturing in India is now spoken 
of by the press there, contrasts with. 
the somewhat depressing account of 
the same industry which those cou- 
nected with Lancashire give, Lord 
Derby in his speech in the House of 
Lords in support of the Mano 

Ship Canal, referred to the competition 
to which manufacturers in that district 
ave been and are exposed to. Ho 
id that profits were reduoed to very 
Tho competition is con- 
stantly on the inorease, and, with some 
exceptional circumstances that 
ooourred during the present year, 8 
to have reduced some of the Lancashire 
‘manufacturers to despondency. Ono of 
‘them, writing on the 29th July, says :— 
Stocks of many kinds of oot 
beginning to accumulate, prices 
ave declined more. than in cotton or 
'yarn, and the outbroak of oholera in 
Egypt having virtually sealed up the 
Levant trade, the outlook for manu. 
factarers, which bas been for a very, 
long period most unsatisfactory, has 
become particalarly gloomy.” ‘The in 
evitable wages question had also been 
injuriously affecting the cotton trade, 
and as we have since heard by tolograpl, 
a serious strike has occurred at Ashton 
under Lyne. The work: 
tions appear to have been mischi 
active, as they gonerally are in bad 
times for trade. Thus, one of them 
points out that the rate of wages paid 
in the Blackburn district is ten por 
cout. less than it was thirty years a; 
But improvements in machinory.and in, 
speed now enable the workmen to earn 
better weekly wages. Tho. workmen. 
also now possess more skill and are more 
active. Batthe officials of the workmen's 
assooiation say that when sach activity ia 
made tho basis of reduotion of wage 
is time such activity ceased, It i 
noticeable that the American press give 
from time to time fall and interesting, 
accounts of the extension of cotton: 
mannfacturing in the Southern States., 
The millowners of the. Eastern States: 
are to be transferring their busi- 
nese to Georgia and. other other cottoa, 
producing districts, finding it more 
profitable to work there than in. th 



























































north, To manufacture where the 
material is grown, or as near to its 
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place of production as possible, would 
appear to be the natnral contse to take. 
It should therefore be the most profit. 
able, other things, such as the cost of 
Inbour aud the supply of money, being 
favonrable, It is what is being done 
in India and America, and although a 
Tong time must pass before Lancashire 
spiunrs aud weavers will lose much of 
their hold on the trade of the world, 
it is quite likely that euch efforts ns 

_ those of the Bombay millowners to 
supersede English mado goods in cor- 
tain markets, will, before many years 
have passed, seriously exercise tho| 
minds of Manchester men.

names have been retained they are 
both ploasing to the ear and easy 
to remember, whether in the United 
States or New Zealand. Adirondack, 
Minnosota, and Sasqueb: Otago, 
Abnririand Taranaki, combine all that is 
required, so far as sound goes, in a name. 
‘The Australian uatives have furnished 
& few good names, such as Paramatta 
> and Ballarat, but Wagga Wagga por. 
haps leaves something to be desired ; 
and, ou the whole, Syduoy, Melbourne, 
and Adelaide, borrowed from names?of 
persous, are serviceable aud uuambi- 
guons, if not very original. ‘The only 
fiolds of nomenclature wsthetically cul- 
tivated have been those of racehorses, 
ships, and novels, in all which the 
owners have laid a loose rein on the 
nook of their imagination and produced 
some wonderfal effects.

Phe question of names is oue of our 
minor troubles in Chine, owing to the 
utter incongruity of the language with 
atiy of tho other civilised speeches of 
the world, “No foreigner has a name 





























which can be expressed in Chinese, 
and if he wishes to be identified at 
all by the people ho must give him- 
self a Chinese name which may be 
quite uulike his own. The residents 
at the ports do not asa rale do this, 
and they consequently become known 
among the natives by nickuames, which, 
if we but knew them, are not invariably 
flattering either to our personal appear 
ance or our habits, For business 
purposes of course the Hong-uame is 
essential. It is an excel 
which carries on the 
tinnity of a commercial firm not only 
through successive mutations of the 
personnel bat often through a complete 
break in the constitution of the house. 
Instance the firm known to Chinese and 
foreiguers as “ Kung-ping,” a name 
which has been passed on by inheritance 
more than once, and which gives an 
honourable prestige to the possessors of 
it, It appears to have beou found neoes- 
sary to give pure Chinese names to 
all the consting-steamers. Obviously 
Sovereign of the Seas or Pride of the 
River, to say nothing of the moro 
old-fashioned Lively Polly or Saucy 
Arethusa, would be badly trausliterated 
into the uncouth monosyllables of this 
barbarous tongae; and though the 
Ghinese know the old names well 
enough, Hellespont, Suwonada, Brl King, 
Fire Queen te., perhaps a middle cours 
would have beon useless, and there w 
no resting-ground till the universal 
suffrage of Chinese pur et simple was 
reached. It is to be hoped that these con- 
fasions of disyliabic compounds which 
crack the jawe of foreigners are at 
least intelligible to the Obinese thom. 
Ives. See-wo, and Pee-wo, and 
Gee-wo, and He-sang and She.sang 
and Isang, with all the Changs 
aud Changs and Tungs and Kunge 
which break one’s ear like the clash. 
ing of éymbals in @ Chinese theat 
betray also a certain poverty of in- 
vention even from the Chinese point 
of view.

Unless 
some such scheme is adopted, there is 
some risk of the Chinese langaage as 
at present constituted becoming ex- 
hausted in supplying our marino voos- 
bulary, and it is an important matter 
to be ablo to extend a language inde. 
fiuitely and on a principle so. easily 
mastered.

these sentiments—interesting and valuable 
as they may be in themselves,—serves our 
present purpose, for we are not at all 
interested in the ‘Highland Crofters’— 
whatever they may be—on whoso behalf 
Prof. Blackio has resigned his professo 
ship, and is about to relapse into 
barbarism... A man who utters a good 
has uo right to complain because his pithy 
observation is afterward made to do a di 
which he never anticipated. Tho 
Goethe who wanted the screons rolled up, 
and who with that view called for “more 
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light,” has no cause of grievance when this 
noble sentiment is interpreted as signifying 
that additional intellectual as well as solar 
light ia desirable. But this by the way. 
Prof. Blackio has said : ‘Let Hebrew die!” 
It is in this sentiment, as we observed, that 
wo give Prof. Blackie our right hand, and 
would gladly give him both our hands if he 
wanted them—and we did not need them 
ourselves, What we want of the Hebrew 
language jis, that it cease to be, not in 
some mode, but in any mode, We are 
happy in the beliof that for most practical 
purposes, this desirable end has come about. 
Except as a trade-brogue, or secret com- 
mercial dialect for our’ Jewish fellow- 
citizens, Hebrew may be said to be defunct, 
and we aro glad of it, If the reader 
has much acquaintance with philology, as 
it is desirable although not absolutely 
necessary that he should have, in order to 
follow us from this point, he is aware that 
there are upon this plauet only three 
kinds of speech :—(1) the monosyllabic 
or isolating, (2) the ayglutinating, (or 
fistinoue) of which variety the ‘Turanian 

nguage (spoken exclusively in Turania), 
and’ the Amorican languages (spoken in 
ee only in Amorica) are specimens, 



































3) the inflectional (or inflictioual) kind. 
f this variety the bost known aro the 
Aryan languaya, go called in consequence 
of ‘the wide ‘area’ of country over which 
it in spread, aud the Semitic, or more 
properly the Shemitic, so called because its 
inventors wore the tirat people in history 
to wear cotton under-clothing, [chemise, 
shomiao, shomitic, semitic].

greatest difficulty, and they are no sooner 
well laid up, than they come tumbling 
down about the ears of the unlucky people 
who have to live underthem. Mon»syllabic 
languages are an impediment to civilization, 
and a standing menace to human peace. A 
great deal is said by persons who teach 
thetoric, as to the ‘strength,’ ‘ nervo 
force’ ete., which they say d 
‘short Saxon words,’ by which they mean 
monosyllables, But this is all stuff. 
‘The man (or boy) who tries to talk (or 
to write) for a good while with just 
short words, will bo sure to run on a rock. 
‘The fact is that it cannot be done. There 
a world of things that we all want to say 
which we cannot write down at all, nor 
yet speak out, but in long words, that take 
‘a good deal of space. If you doubt it, just 
try it for a few lines, and see how hard it 
is. You may have thoughts of some kind, 
and good ones too, and they may 
and there may be no of them ; 
you have not a store of good, round, fat 
words to clothe your thought in, you may as 
well not have your thonght at ail. No one 
will stop to read what you have to say, or 
will think that it is of use to waste time 
on it, if the words do not roll out with a 
grand sound like that of a drum, or please 
the ear like the soft sweet notes of a fine 
flute. Now to make them do this, there is 
no way but to have them long, aud just as 
fall of joints as those worms that are 
known as ‘tape.’ Read the works of all 
the great men that have ever been, and see 
if it be not as ay. Hume and Hobbes, 
Pope and Swift, Hood and Holmes, all 
knew how to bring in long words when the 
time came for them, and their fame will 
not die; but the men that have put forth 
works with all the words short, and such 
as we can speak out in one breath, have no 
true fame tu live, and are fic but to make 
small books hich boys and girls may 
learn to read. Such men are, we thiuk, 
fit for nought else in the world, 
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Imagine a person trying to express in a 
monosyllabic tongue, such ideas as those 
conveyed in the words la-ti-tu-di-na-ri 
in-con-se-quen-ti-al-i-ty, par-al-lel-o- 
don, or an-thro-po-mor-phis-ti-cal-ly. How 
could a Professor of Chemistry in China 
possibly caution his class against the im- 
proper use of nitric acid by mentioning to 
them that when beuzoyinaphtylamid ig 
treated with nitric acid, two isomeric 
monitrobenzoye naphtylamides are formed, 
one yielding monomonamidobenzoyenaphty 
lamide, and the other akydrobenzo dia- 
midonaphalene, and that an explosion is 
pretty sure to follow? We should like to 
see him try it ! 

We have said that monosyllabic lau- 
guages are aimenace to the peace of society. 
‘Phere is, we think, reason to suppose that

results, if the main facts were once a 
disposal for analysis, To theso great evil 
which have gone on propagating themselve 
for countless ages, the Chinese have beco:

Shortly before the hour at which the 
Hankow was timed to leave Canton for 
‘Hongkong yesterday morning, eight o'clock, 
a Chinoss coolie either fell or was 
pushed into the water and drowned at 
or near the wharf, The Chinese, eager to 
obtain a protext for an attack on foreigners, 
accused, whether rightly of wrongly we do 
not know, a watchman on board the 
‘Hankow of having caused the deceased's 
Geath, and they flung the dead body on 
board’ the steamer.

Saigon, 25th August, 
On the morning of the 18th ultimo, the 
Tonquin squadron, under the command of 
‘Admiral Courbet, and consisting of the 
ironclads Bayard aud Atalante, the cruiser 
Chateaw Kenawd, the avisos Vipére and 
Lynz and the transports Annamite and 
on Bay, avd went to take

During the day, the Annmites sont off to 
MM. Harmand, the former Consul at Saigon 
as negotiator. He came to learn what was

were commenced the immodiate surrender 
of the nineteen forts which defended the 
neighbourhood of Hué was uecessary. 
Naturally enongh, the Aunamite mandarin

‘THE SHOOTING APFRAY AT HONAM. 

Several accounts have been given of the 
shooting affray at Honam, Canton, but the 
following narration by an’ eye-witness may 
prove of interest. On tho 1ith August, 
five Customs officers were put on board 
the Kiangping, four or five miles from 
Macao, having been conveyed to the loca- 
lity ina steam-launch, ‘They remajued on 
board searching up till past midnight, the 
vessel having arrived at Canton in’ the 











afternoon, Not having tasted food the 
whole day, afte off, they proceeded 
to Hing-kee’s, dote’s shop at Ho- 








nam, near to where the party lived. ‘They 
ordered half a dozen bottles of beer, 
and after drinking a bottle, three of the 
party proceeded to the louse of one 
of the number, There they played cards 
and drank tho remaining five bottles of 
beer, tho agreement being that the loser at 
cards should pay the bill. ‘They played 
till past 6 o'clock on the 12th and then it 
was proposed by Logan that they should 
all go to his house and take a parting glass, 
Our informant states that none of the party 

drunk, but that they all knew what 
they were doing. ‘The houses were about 
an eighth of a mile apart and the party 
had to pass a large tea-hong. While pass- 
ing the hong, they found a crowd had 
collected, and’ the three men were pelted 
with bricks, 

Tt may be stated here that some eight 
Customs officers lived in the ¥ i 
ighteon or twenty officers lived in 
Oue of these officers, it appears, had 
than one occasion, insulted the Ch 
men living at the tea-hong and the relatives 
of the latter were very much incensed at 
this, and the foreigners knew it. Further, 
it appears that the District Magistrate had 
flogged a watchman at tho request of 
Logan for not having looked after the 
houses better, and preventing their being 
robbed. This had caused the friends of the 
watchman to manifest an angry feeling 
toward Logan ; 80 when the three officers 
saw a crowd of people, they feared a row, 
aud Logan called out “They are going to 
mob us,” as ho thought the mob had 
collected for that purpose, owing to the 
watchman having been punished ; the more 
20, as some Chinese a few days previously 
had told Logan’s son that they were going 
to take his and his father’s heads soon. The 
party went to Logan's house and Logan 
got @ couple of rev: ig he was 
going to scare the mob, party then 
wont into the street. 

By this time, the crowd, which was on 
both sides, had increased to upwards of a 
thousand persons, many of whom were 
throwing stones, the result being that one 
of the party was hit on the ankle, and an- 
other had several blows about his body. 
Seeing that the stones were falling like 
hail upon the party, Logan fired his re- 
volver, but our 
frighten the people. 
the party saw a boy iyi 
‘ith a wound in his hip. He was 
alive. The crowd seem to have desisted 
from throwing stones, but they did not 
disperse. The officers were then allowed 
to go quietly to their homes, where they 
were afterwards arrested. “The Bri 
Consul had the three men locked up in the 
British Consular Gaol. One of them, a. 
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Norwegian, was afterwards taken before his 
Consul, and Logan and the third: man, a 





Russian, who had no Consul, appeared before: 
the English Consul ou the 14th of August, 

As soon as the Honam Magistrate heard 
of the affray, he gave the uncle of the boy, 
who’ was shot in the hip and who afterwards 
died, $100. A woman and a man wi 
also wounded and the Magistrate gave th 
$30 each in order to settle the 
This did not satisfy the shopkeepers, 
who posted up placards and declared that 
they would not let the matter rest till the 
principal offender's head had been cut off, 
and they threatened vengeance on anybody 
who should remove the posters, 

Tt appears now that, in addition to the 
boy, the woman is also dead. 












OUTRAGE ON GENERAL MESNY’S RETINUE, 
We have received the following letter 
from General Mesny, dated Kuei Hsien, 
on the West River, Kuangsi Province, 27th 
August, It appears that several previous 
letters from our Correspondent, containing 
accounts of the troubles which he has ex- 
periencedat Kuei Hsien, havegoneastray : 
‘As Iam still ignorant if my former 
letters have reached you, I now send you 
a summary of my misfortun 
‘Travelling down from Yitnuan Fu to Can- 
by tho eastern route, I reached Pé- 
ting, on the upper waters of the West 
River, in Kuangsi, on the 21st Juno, 
and there engaged two juuks to carry my- 
self, baggage and retinue, numbering about 
thirty persous, down to Canton, On the 
Gi duly T reached this city of Kuei Hsien, 
‘on tho north bank of the river, and in the 
Prefecture of Chien-chou Fa, Kuangsi 
Province, without having experienced any 
unpleasantness, As we were passing th 
city at about 2 p.m. on the Gth July, wo 
were boarded by a lot of armed boats, 
which had previously congregated for the 
purpose under the lee of a point on the 
north bank, close to which we had to pass, 
‘The gunboats were bedecked with numerous 
banners of various colours and devices, and 
the disorderly mob by which 
manned were covered all over with 









































renewed the searching, went away again, 
and returned again reinforced by a large 
warboat, propelled by many rowers on each 
tamping and yelling boded no 
raelves. An extra roinforco- 
10 seen coming out of the city, 
along the uorth bank of the river, heade 
by a bare-headed and bare-footed m: 
running under the shade of a red official 
parasol, and followed by another uniformed 
mob, atmed with all sorts of weapons. The 
gunboats, reinforced by the large warboat 
aud its ferocious crew, commanded by a 
man named Han, I believe, wore soon 
Proceeding to violence, they 
assailed the crews, knocked several on the 
head and one overboard, and then com- 
pelled the anchor to be weighed aud tho 
junks to be put under the north bank, 
where a very strict search was again insti- 
tuted, witha great amount of abuso and 
unecessary violence. But as wo had no 
salt on board it was impossible to find any, 
0 we were then about to be released for 
the third time, when, as luck would have 
it, the Chief of the Philistines appeared on 
the river bavk above, fortified by his uni- 
formed mob, and ordered two of my men to 
beseized. A respectable looking young man 
in oue of the searchers’ boats declared 
we had no salt. “Never mind,” said 
the chief, “bring me two of the’ men.” 
Thinking that the man with the red official 
parasol was the magistrate, come to in- 
Yestigate the matter, and being entirely 
innocent, two men stepped ashore to yo to 
the official ; but the moment they landed 






































they were seized by the shore mob, and 
dragged, thumped, poked, pushed’ and 
otherwise treated more like malefactora 
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than guiltless mon, all the way back to the 
city. - Whon everythiug was quiet I sout 
an orderly ashore with my card and com- 
pliments for the magistrate, asking him 
to direct my men to be released without 
further delay, or I should feel obliged to 
roport this brutal assault and illegal ab- 
duction to the Government at Peking 
through H.M.’s Minister. My man was 
told at the yamén that the men I wished 
tojbo rleased had boen caught smuggling 
salt, and the magistrate had been desire 
by Cheng Shou-chun, whose card he seut 
me, to frame my men up for a month, and 
he had accordingly fitted them with cangnes; 
but in consideration of my being a distant 
guest Coceignar) the men had been supplied 
‘with canguesorframes weighing only twenty 
catties instead of forty as they had de- 
wt id through the enormity of their crime. 
Twas thus left without sat i 
trouble. Thinking, howe 
trato would be son 
tho awkward position ho had accopted iu 
assisting ono of hia parishioners to detain 
me unlawfully, instead of assisting me to 
proceed on my journey without delay, as he 
‘Was in duty bor to do in his ju 
I ordered the juuks to be haule 
the south gate, quite close to his yamén, 
and waited a whole day for the release of 
my men, Some of the yamenites camo on 
board during the day trying to squeeze the 
junk-skippers for the mild treatment they 
iad bestowed on the two prisoners, whom 
they refused to feed or to allow to be fed 
until they had received a gratuity, Having 
ascertained for a fact that the men were 
to be a mouth in the frames, oF 
‘ocks, I decided to write to Peking, 
and accordingly wrote a letter, or report 
to H.M.’s Minister at Peking, under cover 
to H.M,’s Consul at Cantou, to whom I 
also addressed a note ou tho subject. I sent 
this letter off to Canton at 7.30 p.m. on the 
7th uly, by special courier, who says he 
delivered it at the Canton Consulate on the 
12th daly, although the Consul’s Chinese 
‘card is tho only proof I have of its having 
boon dolivored at all, A fow days after 
the man was gone, Major Niang, Supe 
intendent of the Water Police in th 
parts, called to ask why I did not con! 
my journey, adding that le had b 
ordered to conduct me to the next station, 
and offering to do so personally as far as 
Chien-chou Fu, J was obliged to tell the 
worthy Major that I had sl 
trosted, as an officer of the Emp’ 
unlawfully detained, as a British subject, 
charged with emuggling ealt, I had there. 
fore referred the matter to Peking, as the 
istrate had denied me his protection, 
antl could not now undertake to yo—at 
loast not without permission from HL 81, 
Consul at: Canton, who would doubtless 
find means to see me righted and th 
‘Troaty enforced, even here. Niang reported 
theso facts to Cheng and the Mayistrate, 
who treated them as vain boasts. A few 
friends then tried to mediate between us, 
but the conceit of the guilty. was too groat 
to permit mo to accept ang half measures. 
A fow days moro elapsed without news, but 
on the 16th July, I think it was, Major 
Nis 1d_ again to congratulate mo on 
tho arrival of favourable despatches order- 
ing the immediate release of my men, and 
to learn my pleasure as to the day of my 
doparture, as he wished to have the honour 
of escorting me to the end of his station 
personally. He added that the Magistrate 
or somebody else had decided to give each 
junk a present of a fow taels and some 
rico, as compensation for their detention, 
and the Magistrate himself had declared i 
is intention to come and apologize to me 
lly. All this looked very well, and 
Twas almost weak enough to ac- 
cept such an arrangement ; but fortunately 
Lheard of a formidable report sent in by 
Cheng to his superiors about my having 
smuggled salt, defied his authority, covered 
him with shameful abuse, and so on,— 
all. of, which charges the ‘Magistrate had

deceitfully confirmed by a similar report 
to the Government at Kuei a. 
I then called on Niang to tell him that I 
could not accept the terms offered by the 
Magistrate. The report Cheng had made 
against me was too formidable to be thus 
Tightly treated, and my going away would 
be a sort of confirmation of his statoment. 
ang answered that it was only a 
e he had made on being blamed 
for detaining me. I replied that Cheng’s 
report was the shutting of the door so that 
I might not go, while the Magistrate's 
report confirming tho other was as the 
throwing away of the key, so as to make it 
impossible to re-open the door. I was 
therefore determined to await the advices I 
expected from Canton and Peking. I also 
called ou General Kiang, who had at first 
offered to medliate in the affair, and told 
him my opinion of th matter. Hi 
“You are right. The 
pised you as'a poor 
warned them of their folly, 
money and rice for the crew a few day 
after your detention was made by mi 
because I was sorry to see you detained s0 
unlawfully in our poor province, where, as 
8 passing stranger, you are entitled to our 
protection and sympathy.” 
Since the date of my detention I have 
written four times to our Consul at Canton 
and told him that light-draught steamers 
can ascend this river, aud that there are 
pilots at Wu-chon Fu ready to pilot vessels 
up this way. I have also written thr. 
times to our Consul at Pak-hoi, and tol 
him all about it, as well as that I am, 
detained within ‘a hundred miles of his 
port overland, and the journey can easily 
be accomplished in four days and a half 
(on a fine road, Lam told). My first lotter 
to the Consul coutained a duplicate of my 
letter to Peking. But I have so far not 
heard a word from anyone, and do not yet 
know if anything is to be done for me, if 
tho treaty is to be maintained or not, or if 
all sorta of obstacles aro to be thrown in 
the way of our trade or circulation inland. 
The ofticials have, however, heard something 
of the affair, which they of course do not 
wish to become public. On the 16th of 
August Major Niang calied on mo, begging 
me to departin peace with a present of two 
hundred dollars from tl jagistrate and 
Thad to re- 
fer of a couple 
of hundred dollars by the Magixtrate was 
rather a mean affair considering that I had 
been unlawfully detained for nearly two 
months by oue of his parishioners, whom 
he had now allowed to escape, and that a 
couple of thousand taels would havo been 
more in accordance with the state of affai 
and my rank aud position in the Chinese 
ice.

. Kiang camo to wish me goodbye, 
was going away in a day or two;

Cheng and all the men and officers con- 
corned in the uulawful act of the Gth of 
July have goue out of the way, and a 
report which has been circulated of their 
having got into similar trouble at Liu-chou 
Fu is only Chinese ruse to avoid the 
shame at the thought of being punished 
for having maltreated a foreigner, a sort 
a courting of punishment for a similar 
offence on a Chinese official. It would 
also show the uatives that no puuish- 
ment would be meted out to those who 
annoyed foreigners, although a very si- 
milar affair would incur severe punish- 
ment if committed on a Chinese official, 
thus making foreigners appear of no account 




















































































Government. Foreigners. may thus be 
abused and illtreated with impunity and 
the treaty regulations evaded-and -sst at 
nought by daring officials or city notables 
like Cheng, who have by hook or by orook 
acquired power in their own district, con- 
tracy to Imperial law ; and 
eigners will find it impossible to tre 
the interior, if such astate of thi 
allowed to exist. This is just the reason 
why I, a3 a pioneer of commerce and 
Western civilization, intend to withstand 
such infractions of our treaty rights, and 
to spare no pains or trouble to prove to 
the conceited anti-foreign element of the 
provinces that such things will not be 
allowed to co unpunished. This is the 
third time I have been delayed whilst 
travelling in Kuang-si, and a most singular 
fact is that the officials of all three 
were Shautung men. Prefect Hati, of Wu-. 
chow Fu, compelled me to return to Oanton 
in 1879, but made honourable amends 
then Prefect Huang, at Kuei- 
Tia Fu, tried to turu me back from the 
capital aud resigned his post in disgust on 
his plans to oppose me being frustated, 
Now comes Magistrate Chiao, whotreatsthe 
matter asa light one, and thinks it possible 
toahirk the responsibility of having done ao, 
AsI write here, a desperate quarrel between 
Cheng’s men and the crew of a mandarin 
junk is being settled by Cheng’s mon pay- 
ing @ few fens of tacls for the injury done 
to the aking if, which the travol- 
I demanded should be decided by.
